The Cortland-Seymour road ques­ 
tion took an unexpected turn this af­ 
ternoon when the county commission­ 
ers, after discussing the matter for 
more than a day, voted to return the 
report of the viewers and submitted 
another report for their signature. 
The second report provided that the 
material to be used should be con­ 
crete and that the original plans and 
specifications should be used. These 
included the paving of the full width 
of the street in the city and the con­ 
struction of curb and gutter. 
The viewers, Lyman Gruber, of 
ReddinAtownship, and \\ . W. Isaacs, 
of Ilanmton township, met «t the 
New Lyi% Hotel this afternoon with 
County Surveyor Ross Baldwin. The 
last named who has been attending 
the commissioners' sessions brought 
the second report in blank with him. 
Mr. Gruber said that he thought 
the only way out of the dilemma was 
to order concrete as instructed by 
the commissioners and said he was in 
favor of carrying out the original 
plans and specifications. 
Mr. Isaacs 
said that lie felt that influence and 
pressure had been brought to bear 
upon tlie commissioners by the con­ 
crete men and they declared that he 
desired to resign as a viewer. 
lie 
said, however, that in order to save 
the road, he would sign the second 
report if lie could not legally with­ 
draw. 
“If the commissioners have the 
power to order the kind of material 
they want, what’s the u-e of having 
viewers at all," queried Mr. Isaacs of 
the crowd of interested spectators 
about him. 
“Why not let the com­ 
missioners order the material they 
want in the first place?" 
The commissioners awaited the re­ 
turn of the second report of the view­ 
ers this afternoon. 
It is understood 
that as soon as it is signed by the 
two viewers it will be returned to 
Brownstown and final action order­ 
ing the improvement os originally set 
forth in the specifications will be 
ordered. 
Considerable interest was mani­ 
fested in the decision of the commis­ 
sioners and scores of inquiries were 
made during the day as to whether 
or not tin* improvement bad been or­ 
dered. 
The principal point of con­ 
tention was the proposed improve­ 
ment of Sixth street with curb and 
gutter at the expense of tip. town­ 
ship. 
Many of the residents were 
opposed to the improvement of the 
full width of the street and the build­ 
ing of curb and gutter. 
However, 
there appeared to be no opposition 
to the improvement of the road out­ 
side of the city. 
Many were of the 
opinion that the city street should be 
paved with a sixteen-loot roadway 
and then let the property owners on 
the street pay for the curb and gut­ 
ter and the remaining frontage. 
The 
residents affected were known to be 
strongly opposed to this idea.

Heavy Property Damage Also Re­ 
ported Near Memphis From Storm. 


Memphi", Tenn., June 6—Forty- 
nine pe^ons were killed in a tornado 
that swept through Arkansas and 
Mississippi according to dispatches

London, June (>—The loss of Earl 
Kitchener, secretary of state for war, 
England’s greatest military organizer 
and the conquerer of the Sudan, with 
his entire staff when the cruiser 
Hampshire was sunk off the Orkney 
Islands by' a mine or torpedo was 
officially announced by the admiralty 
today. 
The news of England's greatest 
personal loss since the war began 
which has stunned London, already 
hardened to shocks, was issued in the 
following formal bulletin: 
“The admiralty reports with deep 
regret that the ship Hampshire with 
Lord Kitchener and his staff on 
board was sunk last night about 8 ^ 
o’clock off the Orkney Islands by a 
mine or torpedoes. 
Four boats were 
seen by observers on shore to leave 
the ship. 
Heavy seas were running 
but patrol vessels and destroyers at 
once proceeded to the scene. 
The 
whole shore has been searched from 
seaward but it is greatly feared that 
there is little hope for any survivor^ 
No report lias yet been received frorn 
the searching party ori shore.” 
A later announcement from Iffe ad­ 
miralty’ said the searching party sent 
out in boats along the coast had 
only bodies of the drowned 
and one capsized boat. 
There was 
still the faint hope that some filiirliL 
have reached shore and proceeded 
inland in search of aid. 
Off account 
ot the high seas this was not con­ 
sidered likely and tin* admiralty did 
not encourage the hope that anyT sur­ 
vivors would he found. 
It was stated the Hampshire was 
on her way to Russia where Kitchen­ 
er was to confer with Russian mili­ 
tary officials at Petrograd. 
1 he 
news 
of 
Lord Kitchener’s 
death on the 
Hampshire 
was the 
first 
knowledge of his whereabouts 
for several days. On Friday he was 
seen on his way to the palace to be 
questioned by members o f the house 
oi commons regarding certain mili­ 
tary 
movements.

orders. 
When last seen he gave no intima­ 
tion that he intended to leave Eng­ 
land, 
When the news of the sinking of 
the cruiser Hampshire was received 
in London a meeting of the British 
war council was immediately called.

RUSSIANS ATTACK 


AUSTRIAN FRONT 


Declare Drive Is Meeting With 


Success. 


MOVE TO RELIEVE VERDUN 


Big 
Offensive 
Expected 
to 
Relieve 


Pressure on Verdun Front and of 


Austrian Drive Against the Italians 


— Battle Still Raging. 


London.

6 — With 
the 
O r ­ 
m ans and French still waging a vio­ 
lent fight for possession of vantag- 
points on the Verdun front, and with 
London and Berlin still arguing about 
the big naval battle of last week, the 
R ussians 
spring 
into 
the 
limelight 
with a mighty offensive movement ex­ 
tending from the Uokietno swamps to 
the Roumanian frontier, and, accord­ 
ing to Petrograd, this attack is m eet­ 
ing with great success. 
The Russians 
declare 
they 
have 
captured 
13.O0C 
prisoners 
in 
“important 
successes 
achieve d in many sectors.” 
The great 
attack is still in its preliminary stage, 
the Russian official statement report 
Indicates, saying that the ‘‘fighting is 
developing.’’ 
The movement is taken to be an 
attempt to relieve the pressure on the 
Verdun front and of the Austrians’ 
advance against the Italians. 
From a statem ent issued by the 
Austro-Hungarian war office it ap­ 
pears that rhe fighting is in full blast 
and that 
Emperor Francis Joseph’s 
army “defending the Bukowina. Ga­ 
licia and Volhynia fronts are tuce to 


face with the most furious general 
onslaught launched by the Russians 
since the war began.” 
Paris reports violent fighting on the 
Verdun front, setting up the claim 
that repeated attacks by the Germans 
have been halted with great losses. 
The French statement tells of particu-j 
larly fierce fighting between the gar- j 
rison of Yuux fort and detachments 
of the enem y attempting to penetrate 
this posiion. 
This move by the Ger­ 
mans 
was blocked 
by the French, 
Paris asserts. 
Vienna 
reports 
further 
advances 
against the Italians despite the stub­ 
born resistance of the enemy and at 
the 
same 
time the 
Italians 
report j 
checking the Austrians. 
The Italians are offering stubborn j 
resistance with strong torces along j 
the main ridge south of Posina valley j 
and 
before 
the 
Austro-Hungarian j 
front between Monte Coagio and \s-j 
lago, according to the Vienna version. j 
“Five thousand six hundred Italians 
were made prisoners.“ says the Aus- j 
trian statement. 
“Among them are 
seventy-tight officers. 
We also cap 
tured three cannon, eleven machine 
guns and 126 mine throwers.” 
Both Berlin and London are still 
claiming victory in the naval engage­ 
ment off Jutland, and each side is dis­ 
puting the claims of the other.

British 
admiralty 
has 
made 
public an additional list of casual­ 
ties among petty officers and men in 
the naval battle off Jutland, as re­ 
ported from ships other than those 
sunk. 
The list shows 116 killed and 
233 wounded.

chief desire of the old-line leaders 
is so to shape the policies of the na­ 
tional convention that the probability 
of Theodore Roosevelt leading a third 
party movement will be eliminated. 
Just how this is to be brought about 
is uncertain, but additional 
confer­ 
ences may bring some sem blance of 
order out of the 
present political 
choas. 
Following the trend of events the 
past few days, triends of Charles W. 
Fairbanks, Indiana’s choice for the 
presidency, profe-e- to be very much 
encouraged 
over 
the 
prospects 
of 
their 
favorite, 
and 
they 
have 
le- 
doubled their efforts to land the prize. 
The Republican leaders were 
in­ 
sisting upon Hughes, or som e candi­ 
date from the favorite son group. The 
Roosevelt 
followers 
were 
standing 
loyally by the colonel, and declaring 
that Hughes could not be considered 
by them until he had m ade a state­ 
m ent that would show that his v ie ."8 
were in accord with the principles of 
the Progressive party. 
One wing of 
the Progressive . party has thus ’ar 
refused to consider the jurist, even 
under those circumstances, and has 
insisted upon Roosevelt’s nomination. 
Some of the 
Progressive leaders, 
after num* rous conferences, informed 
their 
Republican 
friends 
that 
they 
feared the situation was developing 
away from, rather than tow’ard har­ 
mony. 
They acknowledged that their 
brand of harmony seemed to consist 
wholly in the Republican convention 
being willing to take only Colonel 
Roosevelt as its nominee.

Stevenson For Roosevelt. 


One of the most interesting figures 
at the Chicago convention is A. O. 
Stevenson of Denver. 
Stevenson, who 
weighs about 300 pounds, was one of 
the strongest supporters of Mr. T aft 
at the 1912 gathering and did every­ 
thing in his power to re-elect the regu­ 
lar Republican candidate. 
However, in 
the past four years he has completely 
changed, and when the first delegates 
reached Chicago this year he was on 
the scene boosting T. R. stock. 
Absolutely nothing alcoholic is sold 
i i or about the Coliseum while the Re­ 
publican national convention is on this 
year. 
This decision was reached by the n a­ 
tional committee, although how the 
various members voted on the roll call 
is most decidedly a state secret. 
Delegates and others, however, are 
not prohibited from bringing things 
into the convention hall in their hip 
pockets. 
There are three separate Roosevelt 
headquarters working full blast in the 
convention city. 
The Roosevelt Republican commit­ 
tee, under the leadership of George 
von E. Meyer, has spacious quarters at 
the Congress hotel. 
Then the Roose­ 
velt Nonpartisan league has headquar­ 
ters at the Windsor-Clifton hotel, while 
the Progressive national committee is 
holding forth at the Auditorium. 
The possibility 
of « 
telegraphers 
strike all over the nation on the eve 
of the Republican convention recalled 
a wonderful record made in 1908. 
it 
was the world’s record for long dis­ 
tance telegraphing, and it was made by 
George W. Conkling, a New York news 
paper operator. 
As the two conventions this year are 
held a t cities where the conditions are 
much less trying for the telegraph men 
than they were at Denver it is not 
likely th a t the record made by Mr 
Conkling will be exceeded at either of 
them. 
Because of the limited faclli 
ties at Denver, owing to its location 
with respect to telegraph trunk lines, 
speed was a decidedly essential factor 
then, so far as the transmission of 


press m atter went, 
in ese conditions 
do not obtain this year. 
The w ire over which Mr. Conkling 
m ade his wonderful record, a record 
which stands today and is the adinira 
tion of all telegraphers, ran from D en­ 
ver right Into the New York office, 
more than halfw ay across the conti­ 
nent, a total distance of about 2,500 
miles. 
Over this tremendous stretch 
of wire Mr. Conkling attained the high 
speed of 3.130.20 words an hour, or 
52.27 words to the minute. 
T h at is 
nearly one word a second. 
There are 
lots of people who don’t talk much 
faster than that. 
It is a record which 
has never been equaled anyw here since. 
In just twenty-eight working hours 
Mr. Conkling on tiiat occasion sent 
over this stretch of wire by the Morse 
system and using the Phillips code a 
total of 73,900 words. 
This was an 
average for the twenty-eight hours of 
2,007.14 words an hour, or 43.45 words 
a minute. 
The Phillips code, it might 
be explained, is a system of abbrevia­ 
tions used by operators whereby they 
do not have to spell out a whole word. 
One tiling 
which 
made Mr. Con- 
kling s font seem the more rem arkable 
to telegraph men who witnessed it 
was the fact that a great deal of the 
m atter was sent from a seat in front 
of the speaker's stand in the conven­ 
tion hall while pandemonium was be­ 
ing raised and under conditions far 
more difficult than those met with in 
the ordinary telegraph operating room, 
noisy as such a place is. 
The part that Charles F. Murphy, 
leader of Tam m any Hall, plays in St. 
Louis at the Democratic convention 
will be watched very closely. Mr. Mur­ 
phy will lend all of Ills support to 
President Wilson, but it is expected be 
will play a large part in the framing 
of the Democratic platform.

Dimes, q uartzes and half dollars o f 
new design will be minted after 
J uly 
1, Secretary Mt Adoo announced the 
other day. For Gio first time since 1891 
a change will be effected In these 
pieces. 
The announcem ent disclosed 
that the half dollar has fallen prac­ 
tically into disuse. 
The new design 
was selected with tlie hope of restor­ 
ing it to more general circulation. 
Under the new coinage each piece 
will be of different design. 
The half 
dollar and dime models were made by 
Adolph A. W einman and the q uarter 
dollar by Ilermon A. Mav Xeil. 
Both 
are sculptors of note. 
* 
The face of rlie new half dollar bears 
a full length of Liberty, with a back­ 
ground of (lie American flag flying to 
the breeze. 
The goddess is striding 
toward the daw n of a new day. carry­ 
ing laurel and oak branches, symbolic 
of civ il and military glory. The rev erse 
side shows an eagle perched high upon 
a 
mountain 
crag, 
wings 
unfolded. 
Gnowing from a rift in the rock is a 
sapling of mountain pine, symbolic of 
America. 
The design of the tw enty fiv e cent 
piece is intended to typify the aw aken­ 
ing of the country to its own protec­ 
tion. 
Secretary 
McAdoo’s announce­ 
m ent stated. 
Liberty, a full length 
figure, is shown stepping toward the 
country’s gateway, bearing upraised a 
shield from which the cov ering is be­ 
ing drawn. 
The right band bears an 
oliv e branch of peace. 
Abov e the bead 
is the word “Liberty” and below the 
feet ” 1016.” 
The rev erse bears the in­ 
scriptions “ United States of America” 
and “ E Pluribus Unum.” Both the half 
dollar and the q uarter bear the phrase 
In God W e T rust.” 
The design of the dime is simple. 
Liberty with a winged cap is shown on 
the fore side, and on the rev erse is a 
design of a bundle of rods and a battle- 
ax, symbolical of unity, “ wherein lies 
the nation’s strength.”

Kept No rthern Fo rces In Virginia and 
Mary land In Dread. 


Colonel John Singleton Mosby, the 
most famous Confederate raider of the 
civ il war, who died in W ashington the 
other day after a long illness, was a 
nativ e of Virginia and was eighty-two 
ears old. 
Colonel Mosby’s death, bis physicians 
said, was due solely to old age, and ho 
was conscious and interested in what 
was going on about him until an hour 
before be passed away. 
There are few careers which In in­ 
tensity of interest can eq ual th a t of 
oloncl Mosby. 
Mosby’s command, or 
‘Mosby’s Men,” as they came to be 
known, were the dread of aLl the Fed­ 
eral forces in northern Virginia and 
Maryland during the civ il war. 
IIis cav alry command played hav oc 
with the opposing lines. 
Many were 
the federal cav alry outposts and sup- 
>ly trains which » his band of fearless 
men captured. 
H airbreadth escapes were as com­ 
mon to them as the Incidents of ordi­ 
nary life today. 
Many were the times 
when M-tsbv aud his men saw hope 
of life v anish, for they knew no q uar­ 
ter would be giv en them. 
But In spite of all federal efforts the 
¡treat leader nev er was taken. 
In his 
books, “Mosby’s W ar Reminiscences” 
nd 
“Stuart's 
Cav alry 
Campaign,” 
much is told of warfare in Virginia. 
In recent years Colonel Mosby be- 
am e reticent. 
Only with his most in­ 
tim ate friends would be discuss the is­ 
sues of the “lost cause" or his many 
daring escapes from the enemy’s lines 
and his capture of federal troops. 
He 
preferred to let the records of history 
speak for themselv es.
